Statewide  Overview 
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Introduction 
What  is  IIS? 

Intensive  In-home  Services  (IIS)  offers  families  in  crisis  an  alternative  to  out-of-home  placement  of 
children  into  alternative  care.  IIS  is  a  Division  of  Family  Services'  treatment  program  designed  to  be  short- 
termed  and  home-based.  A  specialist  from  either  DFS  or  a  contracted  vendor  providers  services  to  the  family 
in  crisis  so  that  the  family  canremain  safely  together.  Services  include  individual  and  family  counseling,  parenting 
education,  and  child  development  training.  The  goal  of  these  services  is  to  manage  the  crisis  and  restore  the 
family  to  an  acceptable  level  of  functioning. 

Definitions 
Families: 

A  Missouri  family  who  has  one  or  more  children  at-risk  for  removal  from  the  home  due  to  abuse, 
neglect,  juvenile  deliquency,  or  other  such  circumstances  are  eligible  to  receive  IIS . 

At-risk  children : 

The  children  identified  as  at-risk  for  out-of-home  placement  are  referred  to  as  at-risk  children. 

Head  of  Household: 

Each  IIS  family  is  represented  by  ahead  of  household. 

Families  and  Children  Accepted 

During  state  fiscal  year  2003  (July  1 ,  2002- June  30, 2003),  the  number  of  at-risk  children  accepted  into 
IIS  was  3,213.  Thetotalnumberof  families  accepted  into  IIS  was  1,618  and  the  total  number  of  children, 
including  at-risk  children,  was  4,155.  On  average,  families  accepted  into  IIS  were  comprised  of  2 .6  total 
children  and  2  at-risk  children  (Appendix  A) .

Almost  67  percent  of  the  1,618  heads  ofhouseholds  required  help  with  parenting  skills  problems  during  FY 
2003 .  The  next  most  frequently  addressed  head  ofhousehold  problem  was  parent/child  conflict  at  4 1  percent  (656) 
foUowedby  communication  at  29  percent  (477),  child  neglect  at  23  percent  (368),  and  physical  abuse  at  20  percent 
(329).

During  FY  2003 ,  at-risk  children  were  slightly  more  likely  to  be  male  than  female  at  5 1  %  versus  49%.  Sixty- 
two  percent  of  at-risk  children  were  white,  36%  were  black  and  the  remaining  2%  were  other  races  or  not  reported 
(Appendix  J  and  Appendix  K).  Most  at-risk  children  (39%))  were  six  to  twelve  years  old  (Appendix  I).

The  next  most  commonproblems  addressed  were  Parenting  SkiUs  Problems  at 
29  percent  (925)  and  Communication  at  23  percent  (73  8).

Prior  Contacts

Response  Time 

A  family  referred  to  IIS  is  first  screened  to  determine  the  family's  acceptance  into  the  program.  Once  a 
family  is  accepted  into  IIS,  an  acceptance  date  is  entered  into  the  Intake  Tracking  System  for  that  family  and 
Intensive  In-home  Services  begin.  For  the  1,618  families  accepted  into  IIS ,  the  average  time  between  referral 
date  to  screen  date  was  1 .45  days  and  the  average  time  between  screen  date  to  acceptance  date  was  2.8  days. 
The  total  time  between  referral  date  to  acceptance  date  averaged  1.84  days .

During  FY  2003 ,  the  maj  ority  of  families  (86  percent)  exited  IIS  within  six  weeks  of  acceptance  into  the 
program.

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Outcomes 


Do  families  remain  safely  together  after  acceptance  into  the  IIS  program?  Outcome  measures  of  the  IIS 
program  include  checking  to  see  if  a  child  enters  DFS  or  DYS  alternative  care  or  is  listed  as  a  victim  of  a 
substantiated  child  abuse/neglect  hotline 

Children  who  exited  IIS  during  FY  2002  were  checked  to  see  if  they  had  entered  DFS  or  DYS  cus- 
tody or  if  they  were  a  victim  of  a  substaniated  child  abuse/neglect  hotline  during  IIS  intervention  or  within  1 2 
months  of  exiting  IIS .  FY  2002  exits  were  used  to  give  all  the  children  exiting  enough  time  to  see  if  the  events 
had  occurred. 

During  FY  2002, 3 ,3  73  at-risk  children  exited  IIS .  Tracking  those  children  during  the  IIS  intervention 
and  for  the  1 2  months  following  the  exit  of  their  IIS  intervention,  1 9%  (626)  entered  DFS  custody  and  one 
percent  (31)  entered  DYS  custody.  Twelve  percent  (4 1 4)  of  the  children  were  victims  of  substantiated  child 
abuse/neglect.
